Robert Tate also emerged as 
a prime target as well as an 
dangerous kick returner, while 
James Scott became the 
Bearcats’ big-play threat, av- 
eraging nearly 20 yards acatch. 

Jamie Lemire became the 
solid leader as well as consis- 
tent punishing blocker on the 
offensive line that was pre- 
dicted of him. Second-year 
freshman Jason Fabini’s debut 
in the lineup led to team offen- 
sive rookie of the year honors. 

The elusive Kimbrough con- 
tinued to show explosiveness 
at tailback when healthy, while 
Sturkie, Smith and Daryl Royal 
gained valuable playing time. 

Defensively, Sam Garnes 
and Phillip Curry each topped 
the century mark in tackles reg- 
istered, Garnes earning team 
MVP honors and Curry hon- 
ored with a berth on the All- 
Independent team and recog- 
nition as the top freshman de- 
fender among the nation’s in- 
dependent teams. 

The season’s strong finish, 
coupled with several other 
close losses, is evidence of the 
potential of the 1994 Bearcats, 
most of whom return for 1995.
